The 
President was represented as be- 
ing of the opinion that inasmuch 
as the miners' representatives 
had refused government arbitra- 
tion and the bituminous oper- 
ators were undecided on accept- 
ance of the proposal, the interest 
of the public demanded imme- 
diate, reopening; of the mines. 
With this feeling, it was sa.id, 
the president was prepared to 
direct the mini- operators to re- 
open their mni.cs at once under 
protection of federal troops and 
with an American flail, planted at 
the entrance of every mine to be 


operated. The operators would 
bo expected to comply immedi- 
ately with such an edict. 


The president has in mind, it 


was further reported, to pay if 
necessary for a short 
time 
a 


royalty on such coal as would be 
mined to meet the emergency. 
If there are insufficient numbers 
of non-union miners to operate 
the mines when reopened under 
government protection, it was 
intimated that a call for volun- 
teer miners would go out from 
the government. 


The same method of dealing 


with the railroad situation must 
be used, it was said if conditions 
soon do not change for the bet- 
ter. 
The administration, it was 


added, is determined no longer 
to be balked in its efforts to see 
that the consuming public and 
the industries of the country get 
sufficient coal.

rested and are in jail here, and three 
of them who were injured have been 
taken to a hospital in Wheeling, ac- 
cording to information at the ma- 
yor's office here. 


Open Fire on Mine 


The attacking party, said to num- 


ber several hundred, opened fire on 
the mine guards and sheriff's depu- 
ties from surrounding 
hills 
early 


Monday morning, according to infor- 
mation at the mayor's office. Stand- 
ins behind trees and rocks high up 
in the hills, the attackers opened a 
deadly fire, picking off the guards 
and deputies one by one. 


After resistance 
had 
weakened, 


the attackers swooped down on the 
mine and set fire to the tipple. 


According to information here the 
attackers began arriving about. 10 
o'clock Sunday night by automobile 
truck and walking. 
The attack: was 


made about 5 o'clock this morning. 


Deputy sheriffs, aided by state po- 


lice, are reported scouring the sur- 
rounding country for members of the 
attacking party. 


Seek Other Victims 


WELLSBT'RfJ, W. Va.—By The

and state policemen Monday,, after- 
noon were searching the wooded hills 
around the Clifton mine ol' the Rich- 
land Center Coal company ten miles 
from here for bodie* of ni'en believed 
to have been.killed in attack on the 
mine this, morning.

"It is a matter of common know- 
ledge that this year will see a 
revival of (gasoline) consumption 
which will tax the physical re- 
serves of the oil industry to the 
utmost," says Petroleum Age in 
its issue of April 15, 1922.

Revising' the rules of the United States 


senate in order to prevent any single man, du- 
ly elected to that body, from enjoying a position 
to which long service has mad.e him eligible, 
merely because his views may not be in accord 
•with those of the majority, is a political ex- 
pedient that can not be justified. For an ad- 
ministration to attempt to discipline a mem- 
ber of its political party -who opposes admin- 
istration policies, by depriving him of the dis- 
posal of patronage that is his only by party 
tradition, is one thing. To revise the working 
lules of the senate, not to secure better work- 
ing machinery, but *to strike at a member in 
good standing because of his divergent views, 
is quite- another. It would be small and mean 
and arrogant, and would become a 
political 


liability against those who were responsible, 
indeed, since experience in any line builds up 
capability and value, it would appear that to 
£ive up the seniority rule for committee organ- 
ization in general would be to 
deprive 
the 


country of the services of those most able to 
carry on the work. 


Should Senator La Follette be returned to 


the senate, he will take with him Wisconsin's 
mandate to stand for tariffs that "equal the 
difference between the cost of production at 
home and abroad." 
Perhaps 
an 
allowance 


should be made for freight. At any rate, it is 
Probable that this principle is largely in favor 
in other great central and western states, as 


well as in Wisconsin, and no doubt any effort to 
demote Wisconsin's senior senator by a trick 
as palpable as the "gerrymander" will be met 
by vigorous opposition.

QNE can understand, tho' one shudders at 
^ the thought, how the Herrin miners shot 
down non-union men who had 
taken their 


places. , It was industrial war. 
Europe's re- 


bellion against tyranny was in the hearts of 
these foreign savages. 
They were crucifying 


the enemy. 
In it was the mob cruelty of the. 


guillotine. 
t 


Herrin was a heinous crime, a blot upon 


civilization which great union leaders regret, a 
thing they have repudiated. But it was civi- 
lized indeed compared with the act of those 
who placed dynamite in coal assigned for use 
as fuel for railroad engines. 
Here was 
not 


heat of battle, no mob passion. The blast was 
for no industrial foe, buffer engine and train- 
men and passengers all innocent of the things 
that were issues in the railroad strike. To de- 
stroy a few dollars worth of railroad equip- 
ment, some dastards deliberately and 
cold- 


bloodedly plotted the deaths of none knows 
how many strangers who had nothing to do. 
with their grievances. 


Who did it? 
There are workers who sus- 


pect that railroad 
authorities "planted" the 


dynamite, discovering it according to plan be- 
fore disaster could result. This would be to 
create public sentiment against the strikers. 
But if true, it was a stupid thing, for sane men 
could hardly rely upon the sober judgment of 
the public charging railroad workers with such 
an act. 


Those who suspect that railroad strikers 


did the deed probably have 
not 
considered 


carefully. Had the plot succeeded, two certain 
victims would have been the engineer and fire- 
man, brother unionist's. 
Next in peril would 


have been the baggage, express and mail em- 
ployes, all fellow workers and probably sym- 
pathizers of the strike. 
The public reaction 


against those who jeopardized the lives of in- 
nocent passengers, railroaders know, 
would 


have been deadly against them. 


Thus it appears absurd to suppose that 


union railroaders on strike planted dynamite 
in railroad coal. 
Who, then? 
There 
seems 


little doubt that the act was that of terrorists, 
red revolutionists who will stick to the absurd 
nihilist theory that civilization can be para- 
lysed by the shocks of occasional 
atrocities. 


"Wobblies," perhaps. 
At any rate, no think- 


ing person will hesitate to acquit railroad un- 
ions of the deed.

most successful farmer on the reser- 
vation, the example of what the gov- 
ernment is trying to do. 
For those 


who would succeed, the tribal sys- 
tem of land holding is a potential 
discouragement, because 
when 
the 


lands are alloted there is no assur- 
ance that an Indian will receive that 
which he has developed, or even as 
much. 
This communal system fur- 


nished a fund to help support those 
members of the tribe who are help- 
less, or so unskillful as to be unable 
to support themselves. 
Each Indian 


receives all the profits o£ what his 
own enterprise produces, but the for- 
est lands produce a community fund. 
This usually is small, the last allot- 
ment from it having been ten dol- 


tor oil bottle. 
Most of the oil dis- 


appeared, and the dogs did not re- 
turn the next night. 


To all outward appearances 
the 


reservation Indians lead about the 
same lives as other rural Americans. 
There is an experimental farm, a gov- 
ernment lodging industry and mill, 
and houses" about the various head- 
quarters that for order and quiet, 
good taste and up"keep, might rival 
the farms of city business men. These 
are the government's examples, eith- 
er self supporting or inexpensive, to 
show the Indians what industry will j 
do.

"There has been1 some slight dis- 


order and a few scabs

hurt." Mr. Debs said. "This has been 
the pxt^nt oC th^> violence, but it has 
been sufficient to bring to the strik- 
ers what they fought for in the late 
world war. 
The federal government 


announces through the 
department 


of justice that it will stand no trill- 
ing on the part of the strikers and 
that if necessary arrned force will he 
employed at once for their suppres- 
sion. 


"The governors of seven 
states 


have sirnultaneo.stily announced that 
they have the National Guard 
in 


thc-ir respective states mobilized and 
ready to move at command when the 
exigencies of the situation demand 
action. 


"You 
will have no trouble in guess- 


ing what kind of action is thus meant 
on the part of the national and state 
governments, which you shouted for, 
voted for, invested your last dollar 
for, and crossed the Atlantic to fight 
and to be gassc-d and die for in the 
war to make the world in general, 
and America in particular, safe for 
democracy and liberty. 


"And now that the war is ov--;r and 


Kaiserism is dead and democracy and 
liberty are on top, this same crowd to 
a man. to whom you rallied in such 
a frenzy of enthusiasm, to compen- 
sate you for your noble patriotism, is 
now lined up against you in battle 
array and vt-adv to shoot you down 
like dogs.
